University Center Opens

On Friday, March 25, Salisbury State 
College accepted its new University 
Center. The 11 million dollar project 
was delayed because of noisy heating 
and air-conditioning units. The units 
supposedly sounded like airplanes 
taking off in some second floor offices. 
Money has been placed in escrow in 
order to make the units more quiet. 

The units had been set directly on 
concrete pads which sat on the 
buildings roof. When the units are 
turned on, they vibrate. The concrete 
pads transferred that vibration to the 
roof and the second floor. A sort of 
shock absorber will be placed between 
the heating and air-conditioning units 
and the concrete pads in order to absorb 
the vibrations.

...Approximately two years ago, 
‘Jeanne Clery was brutally raped, 
tortured and murdered during a robbery 
in her dorm room at Lehigh University. 
It appeared that her murderer was 
unknown to Jeanne, but did work on 
the campus. A year later he was given 
the death penalty in April of 1987... 


This true story may be written one 
day about a student at Salisbury as 
well. A violent society surrounds us. 
Every minute someone is robbed, every 
six minutes a woman is raped, and 
every 28 minutes someone is 
murdered. This crime rate is evident in 
college campuses across the country and 
State, and is beginning to rise. Because 
of the increasing awareness of. this 
problem, Salisbury State has begun a 
Risk Management Task Force. 

The task force was set up this 
semester "to support an environment 
where students, staff and visitors can be 
safe from physical abuse and secure 
from mental anguish." On top of the 
list is personal safety: assault and 
battery, sexual assault and rape. But 
the Task Force is not only concerned 
with protecting the student body from 
violence but from other factors as well, 
such as sexual communication 
problems: (Acquaintance rape, STD's 
and AIDS), Suicide, Theft, Abuse of 
Drugs/Alcohol and fire hazards. 

At the present time though, the Task 
Force is looking into how to keep the 
dorms on campus secure while still

being able to have easy access through 
the proper channels. 

The administration has previously 
decided that next semester every dorm 
except St. Martin's and Chesapeake will 
have its doors locked for 24 hours a 
day. The doors will also have a 30 
second delay alarm installed. These 
alarms will allow traffic to flow 
through the doors but will sound an 
alarm if they are opened for more than 
30 seconds. This is to prevent the 
doors from being propped open, and to 
prevent anyone from entering the dorm. 
These alarms have already been installed 
in the back entrances of Nanticoke and 
Manokin Halls. The rest of the alarms 
need to be manufactured this summer 
and will be in by the Fall semester. 

This fact leads to where the Task 
Force comes in. It is understandable 
that the reason why residents prop the 
doors is that their friends and food 
deliverers do not have a key to get into 
the dorm. If there was a solution that 
guaranteed the residents that their guests 
would be able to come in, then they 
would not have to leave the doors ajar. 
Fortunately, there is a solution the 
problem is which one. 

It has been suggested for each dorm 
to have a card reader. Each reader would 
be installed at the main entrance of the 
residence hall, allowing any student 
with an ID card to have access to any of 
the buildings during the day or evening. 
After a certain hour, only cards 
belonging to residents would unlock the 
main entrance. The residents of each 
dorm would receive an exterior key as 
well so they can use the most 


convenient door. 

The second suggestion is to use a 
telephone/intercom system. It has not 
been decided which one will be used 
because the college has not yet decided 
whether or not to use the on-campus 
phone service. Either way, this system 
would allow visitors to call on the 
main phone or intercom up to the room 
they would like to have access to. The 
resident would then come down and 
meet the visitor at the door to let him 
in. 

The system that will be used is up to 
the student body, since it will affect 
them. The Student Senate has offered 
to provide a. forum for information, 
suggestions and inquiry. Task Force 
members will be present at the April 14 
meeting in Caruthers Hall at 3:30 p.m. 
to provide an update and to gather 
opinions and input from organizational 
representatives and other interested 
persons. 

Though representatives from hall 
councils and student activities will be 
attending, it is important that as many 
students as possible are there as well. 
The outcome of this meeting will effect 
the quality of the Student body's life 
next year whether they are living on 
campus or not. 

If there are any questions contact the 
Housing Department or any of the Task 


Force members: Susan Harris 
(student), Barry King (Housing), Bob 
Lovely (Housing), Rob Moon (stu- 
dent), Jim Phillips (Public Safety), 
George Rakis (student), Dawn Williams 
(Area Director Dogwood) or Carol 
Williamson (Dean of Students). 


According to the Director of the 
College Center, Mr. David Ganoe, the 
“punchlist" (a list of small repairs that 
need to be made, such as chipped floor 
tiles and paint) was originally fifty 
pages long, but has been reduced 
significantly. 

Currently, the building is open from 
8:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday through 
Friday for students to "see what's here," 
Ganoe encourages students to walk 
around inside the new University 
Center. Ganoe predicts that the game 
room will be open by the time this 


article is published. The Book Store is. 


planned to be open by April eighteenth, 
and the Snack Bar by the 
twenty-second. Student groups will be 
moving into the building thoughout the 
next few weeks, and the center's 
meeting rooms will be open by the 
month's end.

Initiated in 1893 by Timothy L. 
Harrington, medical student at the 
University of Pennsylvania, the 
Newman Club strives to fulfill the 


educational, religious, and social needs. 


of its members. Named in memory of 
Cardinal John Henry Newman, 
Harrington's society concurred with 
many of the principles espoused by its 
namesake. Newman, a man of letters 
and an exceptional leader of the Church 
of England, converted to Catholicism 
on October 9, 1845 after effectively 
leading the Oxford Movement which 
emphasized the Roman Catholic 
elements in the English religious 
traditions. 

George N. Shuster asserts in the 
introduction to Cardinal Newman's The 
Idea of a University, "...the purpose of 
‘liberal education’... is neither to 
inculcate virtue or to prepare for a 
vocation, but rather to train the mind; 
that the values served by such mental 
training are not absolute but are non the 
less good in themselves..." This 
philosophy left its indelible mark upon 
the Newman Club of today. 

Originally, any recognition of the 
role of secular colleges in Catholic 
education was viewed as a threat.to the 
welfare of the Catholic universities. 
Only such reasons as financial

availability of courses not offered in 

Catholic colleges excused those not 
attending a Catholic university. 

Therefore, the Newman Club began as 

strictly a lay organization. A chaplain 
appointed by the bishop served only in 

a casual position. 

In the early twentieth century new 
feelings toward the Club started. 
Full-time chaplains began to become an 
ordinary occurrence at secular colleges. 
Henry C. Hengell appointed as chaplain 
to Wisconsin in Madison expressed his 
enthusiasm with the university 
professors who accepted him as the 
Catholic chaplain of the university 
rather than limited to the Newman 
Club. 

The Newman Club at this point in 
history was understood as a 
“supplement to secular education offered 
at the university." however, in 1962 
the National Catholic Educational 
Association recognized the importance 
of the Newman Club. They joined its 
membership and viewed the Newman 
Apostolate or those who serve as 
chaplains to the Newman Clubs as an 
extention of Catholic higher education.

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Bill Kent Demands Changes 


by Joann McCartnrey, Staff Writer 


Through the course of the past 


semester, Bill Kent, a mobility 
impaired student and president of 
PROUD (Progressive Reaching Out 
Towards Understanding Disabilities), 
has filed complaints concerning 
handicapped discrimination with the 
U.S. Department of Education and the 
Salisbury State Grievance Board. 


The complaint, which was filed with 


the Department of Education Office of 
Civil Rights, specifically concerned 
violations of handicapped accessibility.

The office determined that it had 
jurisdiction, under the Rehabilitation 
Act of 1973, Section 504 and the 
Supreme Court Grove City versus Bell 
decision, to investigate those areas of 
the campus which received federal 
funding. The Office of Veterans 


- Assistance, (which was previously in 


Tawes Gymnasium but was moved to 
Holloway Hall after the investigation), 


Special Assistant to President 
Bellavance, Dr. Robert M. Spery has 
been made the College Section 504 
Coordinator. He stated that, "most of 


the changes have been made, other 
changes which we were not obligated to 
make are being made." 
Bill Kent said that he is "very 
satisfied with the outcome of the 
original complaint." He told The Flyer 
that the Department of Education is 
returning to SSC to continue its 
investigation in 120 days, due to the 
Restoration Act of 1988 which was 
recently passed by Congress in reaction 
to the Grove City versus Bell Supreme 
Court ruling. This new law restores 
the right to investigate the entire 
college campus if any federal funding is 
here to both the Department of 
Education and the Department of Health 
and Human Services. This law, which 
became effective March 22, according to 
Kent, created a federal court order telling 
the Department of Education to return 
to the college to investigate the other 
26 complaints which Kent filed in 120 
days. Only two of the original 28 
complaints had been investigated by 


Stover because the Grove City decision 
and previously only allowed 
investigation in the buildings where 
federally funded offices were held. 

Spery stated that both buildings 
which the Office of Civil Rights 
investigated "are slated for renovation 
and these changes are only temporary." 

"I think that the administration is 
doing quite a bit now. I can no longer 
say that the administration is falling 
down and doing nothing. I'm just 
sorry it was a result of the 
investigation. I hope they will be more 
receptive to our complaints," Kent 
stated. "I don't want to work against 
the adminstration, I want to work with 
them. But they have to work with me, 
too,” Kent added. 

Kent also filed a grievance with the

and the Financial Aid Office, in 
Holloway Hall, were investigated as 
both offices receive federal funds. 
Federal investigator Judith Stover 
from the Office of Civil Rights used 
standards from ANSI (American 
National Standards Institute) to check 
the two buildings in question and the 
surrounding areas outside (parking lots 
and sidewalks). Stover then submitted 
a list of changes to SSC concerning the 
school violatons which must be 
complied to by September 30, 1988. 
Affirmative Action Officer and 








College Grievance Board, which reports 
its decisions to Dr. Bellavance. This 


grievance was a specific complaint 


about the lack of transportation for 


handicapped students and the lack of 
proper heat. The transportation problem 
was concerned with the lack of a van or 
bus to transport mobility disabled 
students and the heating problem dealt 
with the fact the mobility disabled 
students are not active, and therefore are 
more susceptible and vunerable to the 
cold. These disabled students are 
limited to first floor residence hall 
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One of Kent's complaints- the steep incline of a ramp providing access to

rooms, where doors to the outside are 


constantly being opened and closed. 
The first floor is regulated the same as 
the other floors on the heating system, 
and Kent was concerned that the rooms 
were not warm enough for mobility 
disabled students. 

The Grievance Board ruled in favor of 
Kent and will take its decison to Dr. 
Bellevance. Kent commented, "I have 
all confidence in Dr. Bellavance that 
now that the problem has been brought 
to his attention by the Grievance Board 
it will be corrected. 

The transportation problem has 
already been temporarily solved with 
the use of a loaner van from the Holly 
Center. This van will continue to be 
used until a permanent decision is made 


concerning the actual need for the van. 

PROUD has already brought changes 
to the college concerning mobility 
disabled students. An observatory 
platform for the handicapped has been 
installed at the Seagull Stadium and a 
concrete pad has been poured behind St. 
Martin's Hall for reserved handicapped 
parking. 

There are 26 registered handicapped 
Students on campus, according to 
Spery. Of these, seven would be called 
mobility impaired. In 1981, SSC 
received an award from the state of 
Maryland for being the most 
handicapped accessible state school. 
Spery added, "Since then approxi- 
mately $175,000 to $180,000 has been 
spent on handicapped accessibility.”
